bringing in. 

Morocco is in a completely dif- 
ferent situation. Any political 
decision also affects:xel|gion^;.The 
French made a very serious mis- 
take in depositing, the Sultan. It 
amounts to the same thing as de 
posing the pope. 

The French are yeyy numerous 
in Morocco and they want to es- 
tablish a French community and 
a French way of living. Some 
Moroccans are opposed to the 
French way of life and are rousing 
the masses against the French. 
They are using- the Moslem idea 
of a Holy War to try to drive 
out the French. The French are 
unable to do anything because the 
religious factor is a very diffi- 
cult one to work against. 

The third state is Algeria. It 
is is an integral part of France 
and sends delegates to the French 
assembly. In theory, every Alger- 
ian is a French citizens. In pra- 
ctice this does not work-out per- 
fectly. If the French governnîéiït 
would have toî>ay social benefits 
to the Al^rian like all other ci- 
tizens they vould go broke in no 
time at all. Qn the other hand,they 
are exempt from compulsory mi- 
litary service, pay less taxes and 
have a few other such privileges.
